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Are We For Public Ownership ?

F our parly is to suceecd, if it is to bring about Socialism, there 

]L is only one possible way: it must directly conni'ct with really 

M existing conditions, and be a continual betterment of these 

2 conditions; and if also most choose the way of least economic 
resistance. The Socialist party must never leave the aciual 

world. 

Xow there is no point where Socialism can more easily connect with 
fte present system than in the municipality. The municipality and the 
Tillage have always lieen etvoperativc structures. It has taken genera¬ 
tions to build them up—and people through general ions learned and 
practiced co-operation there. In tl>«' city more than anywht^n' else, the 
welfare of one is the coniwn of all, and the misfortune of one may be 
the plague of all. And it cannot bo doubted that the city will increase 
in importance as civilization goes on—by which I do not mewn to say that 
cities like Xew York, Ismdon, and Chicago will continue to grow in 
population indefinitely—but that cities will become more numerous as 
civilization jiroceeils. Municipal enterjirises are therefore not only of 
vital importance to the people of the present day (and particularly to the 
SocialisU), but also to future generations. 

Yet it has been repeated by .Socialists over and over again, and 
especially by the narrow and ignorant fanatics who would like to make 
our party a poor imitation of the impotent S. I.. P., that our party is 
not a “Public Ownership party” and has no interest in the muniejpaliza- 
tion of public utilities. Xow I ask, if we are not a party for public 
ownership, what arc we then? Are we a party for private ownership? 
And if we are not to stand for public ownership of public utilities, what 
arc we to stand for aince the question is now up? ,Are wc to stand for 
the Helmont-Kockefeller ownership of those utilities? 

And yet, the platforms recently adopted by Philadelphia, Xew York 
and other places take special care to condemn Public Ownersbip of Public 
Utilities as *' a sop thrown to th(i workmen to keep them quiet." Can 
you imagine anything more stupid from a Socialist standpoint ? 

If this party should go out of existence as a national organization 
—although we will keep our end up here in Wisconsin if neoertary—it 
will die by its own stupidity and impotence. And it will deserve death. 

The Social-Democratic parties all over the world are the foremost 
champions of public ownersliip of public utilities. And the Hocialist 
parties we had in this countrv in the past—until recently—advocated 
and agitated for the same kind'of demurs. In fact, the Socialists am 
the originators—if we can speak of originating stmh demands. And if 
now some capitalist party should be compsH^' against its will to carry 
out this policy—«Bd do so in a half-henTed, nnwiiiing manner—this 
will be due simply to the narrow bigotiv and the otter lack of practical 
capacity in the American Socialist raomnent. 

And it is cowardly and ridlcnlous to exense or defend this impotence 
by claiming that “otherwise the capitalists would lure the Socialists 
from the straight path” or tljat fte “class lines would be obliterated,” or 
“that the capitalist parties would steal our. thunder.” They are stealing 
our thunder now, to no small extent, if Socialist thunder can be stolen. 
They have now lured the party from the straight international path into 
narrow and impossible channebir—and thev will soon have elaaa lines ob¬ 
literated ■within the party and have aH^ne insane and emy tools and 
■Demers in k. without ragird to glass, aes, color, nattonality 'or previous 

- . 

But RDong^ of this. It oughtlo be easy fot our party to go ahead. 
Xhropo shonldlbe in that respect, as in n^y dthers, our teacher. 

We ought to ascertain what social improvement Roropean cities 
have achifred. We ought in inquire into the way in which the Socialists 
there'proceetl. And since we look at these things from a Social-Demo- 
erstic standpoint, no Dalrymple o|.ioions lieed discourage us. 

Let ns first take Germany. Tbe Oeimaiis as a rare unqucstio’isbly 
have a higher capacity; for organized anaial functions than tbe Anylo- 
Saxons. The German mind'bas a clearer conception of the city as in 
organization for business and social ends: hence in the German conce,'- 
tion of municipal government th^re'are no limits whatsoever to itk func¬ 
tions. Did the German'Sociab-Democrats <^,Me that idea? it would 
he ridiculous to think of it 

To begin with, an abundant supply of pore water thoroughly dis¬ 
tributed is in Germaity considered too-vlfal to. be intrusted to private 
bnsiness control. All German cities, with very few uniniportant excep- 
tioiu, even now own ami operate their water works, which alws.vs are 
made to earn profits, aveuging from ten to fifteen per rent, which are 
again put totlm uses of tn municipality.' .1 have never heard or read of 
any G^mxn Social-Democrat deming and depreciating this municipal 
ownership, “because it lessens taxation, ai^ thus helps the capitalists.” 
On tbb contrary, the German Boeialists iivatiablv and without exception 
flglit for this municipal osrheiiihip, beiwuse it'heoeflts every workman 
and his family directly,'bet luae it teaches'collectivism, because it hclpi 
industrial democracy, and f -r a good ma^ other reasons. 

Moreover, two-Uiirds of the large' German cities now own and 
manage m works as mnniciparente^riaes. Where such gss wotks ar* 
still in private liands, the .Soeial-Dem anaU are m^ing a continuous and 
strenuous figlit (whenever there is^a'ehiHire to fight) to municipalize 
them. Probaly the most notable example of that kind of late years was 
the extrcmelv bitter struggle of the Vienna >VociahI)emoeyats afrna»: tbe 
renewal of the franchise for tlm^AnglD-Austrian Gas Uom[>co;. 

Tbe tendency of municipal'owner^ip of the gai busim'ss in Ger¬ 
many and Ao.<tria is found to be towards a more complete illumination 
and a more thoroughly diffused private qar pf gaa, aimply because the gas 
ia cheap—while in eidigbtenod •America the poor workman in Chicago 
still finds it cheaper to use kerosene oil and pay Rockefeller tribute in 
that way. And by doing so. he also furnishes some “sky-entific" Socialists 
in Chicago with the brilliant’argument that public ownership of tbe gas 
plant would not benefit him because ha st^l uses kerosene. This argu¬ 
ment was actnally used in'a pampMet:; 

We ran safely aext 'evpret to see In Germany a municipal monopoly 
of the fuel sjippty; for wi^ tlie'pmgrtSa of electricity as an illuminaot 
—and by the war, munieipai electrical yenrks are ngardod as the logical 
development of the modem phih?—gn* is'mote and more likely to.be 
used as fuel. Then, there are munieipai. slaughter houses and rattle 
markets; further, municipal sewage farms, over which the sewage is 
dwtributed by scientific irrigition, so that German sewer systems 
actually are conducted as produc(ivh Riterpniwa foi' the city. 

And l>eaidrs all this we must consider that all the muni'ipalities pay 
b.'tter wage* and have shorter hours than private concerns. Municipal 
ownership (l>us has a marked.tymleney to njilift the standanl of wages 
for the entire commiiniiy. .Ami this temleney is the more-sfronely mark¬ 
ed the stronger grows the ft<icial->l>pinocra,tic influeDee"'ia the mimi- 
cipalitv. 

.All of this may be full-fledgc^ .Socialism—it aurely-is not commun¬ 
ism as some of our leasleta would' have -under the name of .Socialism— 
hut It :s Socialistic work, and It is neireauiy work if we are ever to have 
Socialism.

In all the pmo's-es of nwial growth through all the i:g<'s, one law 
of evolution is plainly written: "Kliminaie the iiwless.'’ Th.il whii-h 
no longer serxes a useful pur|>nse in the ceonomy of nature is east aside. 
Under the operntioii of this law. society has east off severil outgrown 
aoeial systems, such as theocracy, nri-loerji*, chattel slaierv. feudalism. 
And now we have come to the sge of I XuiuHracy—not the slio<ldy ar¬ 
ticle. mind you, Imt the ix-nl thing—.So' ial-Deinoemey. Society is now 
making war upon capitalism, and if capitalism be no longer useful, if 
it no longer serve n iisi-ful social purpose, ns it once did, it, too, must 
obey thu law and ]ia-a away. 

The evidrnres tliat the rom|M.-titive system (or perhaps rather lack 
of system) is gmilually becoming not only useless, hut dangerous, are 
numenius. (tinduqlly the means of jirodiiclion ii|ion which all must 
depend for their very lives are passing into the i-oiit.vil of trusts and 
combinations. The supplies of liimlM'r, i'obI, iron, l.*alher, pap«-r, oil, 
lead, flour, meaU, cotton, lolaiec*-. farm machinery, fn fact, nearly 
every article of conimerce, are controlled entirely, or very largely, by 
organixed capital. The mines, the forests, the factories, the meaiis of 
transportation, liai-e almost wholly Igen reiliieed to the trust form of 
ownenthip, but ao far the tnist sx'steni has paid little attention to the 
trustification of the farms and fanning. The control of the farmcra’ 
market and means of trans|i<irtation has lieen sufficient for the purposi-* 
of modem capitalism. So long ns it can “make more money" off farm¬ 
ers than it could olT those same fanners wire they wage-workers, it ia 
aatiafli'd to leave things as they are, and there is no other rea.«on why

It is practically a matter of in¬ 
difference to the workingman how 
miinici|>al utilities are acquired, 
whether tliey arc paid for by bonds 
nr by an immediate levy upon the 
taxpayers or by certificates to b«' 
redeemed by the earnings of thf 
utility acquin'd. 

Th.' main good of municipal own¬ 
ership is, first, tliat it means an ex¬ 
tension of industrial democracy, 
ami stvondly, that it means better 
service to the public. 

Both these goods come to ns 
whetlier tliere is or is not "inlered 


eialism nor salvation, i.-t it i.> ii.'v- 
less In iie blind to the fai t that it 
is a move in the right itinrlinii, and 
esi>e<-iully that a man who is in favor 
of mimieipal ownership is easi.T to 
convert to Socialism than the man 
who is H’isided to privat.- ownershiji 
and competition. 

It is folly for SociaIi.«ls to say 
that mimieipal ownership is a plan 
gnttt'n up by the eapilali.sts to |>cr- 
petiiale the preaent system. It is 
well enough to wani the people that 
munieipal ownership is not Social¬ 
ism, but we should lie very guanlod 
in our language explaining mir po¬ 
sition reganiing it or we will alien¬ 
ate those who would lie mir allies. 

For instance, the Soeiaiist party 
of Xew York City, rei'cntly in I'on- 
vention, adopted the following reso¬ 
lution : 

“\Yo warn the workers against 
inguicipal owstrshi)) under capi¬ 
talistic |>artica. The income from 
public uUlittai woiild llieo go to 
pay intcrent on bonds and to de¬ 
crease taxation. Tlie workers 
would still bo c.\ploitcd. whetlier 
under private ownership tweedle¬ 
dum or public ownership twweille- 
di-c. The capitalist class, not the 
working claoa, would control, and 
the capitalist.dass. not the work¬ 
ing class, would reap the main 
hetichf. Undrr Uie capitalistic 
parties miinicipal ownership 
would bo a sop thrown to work¬ 
ingmen to kts'p them quirt; un¬ 
der the Social-Democratic party 
municipal own.'nbip would be a 
step toward ■'.csiiaUam.'’
